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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 26-30 are free 
of prior art of record. The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for identifying a candidate 
modulatory compound that is capable of increasing the expression or activity of a mammalian 
akt nucleic acid sequence in a recombinant C. elegans or isolated C. elegans cells expressing the 
mammalian akt nucleic acid sequence. The C. elegans's Akt/PKB homologs (akt-1 and akt-2) 
transduce insulin receptor- like signals that inhibit dauer arrest and that AKT-1 and AKT-2 
signaling are indispensable for insulin receptor-like signaling in C. elegans. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure:- Paradis el al. Caenorhabditis elegans Akt/PKB transduces insulin receptor-like 
signals from AGE-1 PI3 kinase to the DAF-16 transcription factor. Genes Dev. 1998 Aug 
15;12(16):2488-98 (ref of record on 1449).
